made so much money out of their seed 
last year when it rose to as high as

THE POTASH CONTROVERSY. 


Most of the important companies and 
firms making commercial fertilizers in 
this country have agreed to buy their 
potash salts from the syndicate which 
the backing of the German Govy- 
ernment. This syndicate holds con- 
tracts signed by its customers, but has 
not bound itself in any way to carry 
them out on its own part. It is there- 
fore selling potash on a basis that 
at end—its own. The fight 
between the parties at interest was bit- 
ter while it lasted, but Germany stood 
firm in her demand for a higher level 
of prices which would permit the poor- 
est mines to make a profit, instead of 
allowing the richer and better equipped 
ones to secure the trade in a competi- 
tive market. 

Paternalism has won, and the potash 
trade of the world is now being con- 
ducted in violation of the natural laws 
of trade, Through the natural 
monopoly she possesses, Germany has 
been able to put the potash business on 
an artificial! It curious and 
likewise that Germany 
forced her potash producers to form a 
cast-iron trust at the very time that 
the United States is compelling our 
trade to into their 
original elements.

The final crop report for 1909 
of the Statistical Bureau of the De- 
partment of Agriculture gave the total 
acreage of the four chief flax produc- 
ing States at 2,590,000 acres with a 
yield of 24,489,000 bushels of flaxseed. 
The year 1909 happens to be the one 
covered by the recent census, reports 
of which are just coming out. The 
census figures for these four States 


are 2,070,000 acres and 19,267,000 bushels, 
respectively. This verifies the fact that 
the government’s crop estimates have 
been out more than half a_ million 
acres for years So strong the 
bonds of red tape at Washington that 
the Department of Agriculture still 
carries forward its acreage statement 
for 1909, which is 520,000 acres too high 
if the reports are correct. 

It is claimed in trade circles that the 
error in acreage estimates grows larger 
and now amounts to about 
acres. Without questioning the 
government's estimate of the condition 
of the growing crop, this would reduce 
its estimated yield of the 1911 crop from

Thcusands of dollars damage was 
done properties between Pen Argyl and 
Wind Cap, Pa., on August 22 by a fire 
which fed on the oil that had leaked 
from the line of the United Pipe Line 
Company, extending from the Pennsyl- 
vania oil fields to Jersey City.

Philadelphia Poison Sellers Fight, 


Philadelphia, Aug. 23, 1911. 

Warrants for twenty-one additional 
paint dealers were served here on Satur- 
day, and on Monday the defendants were 
arraigned before Magistrate Beaton at 
the Central Station on the charge of sell- 
ing poisons without complying with the 
regulations as provided by the Pennsyl- 
vania carbolic acid law and the pharmacy 
act. All of the accused entered bail for 
their appearance in court. 

This is the second lot of warrants that 
have been served upon retail dealers in 
painters’ supplies at the instance of the 
Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Examining 


Board, and according to Vice-President 
Christopher Koch, Jr., there are about 
fifty warrants still to serve. 

Now the paint dealers propose to get 
busy with retaliatory measures, for they 
believe that the retail drug trade is re- 
sponsible for the activity of the State 
board along this particular line. A few 


months ago, when the city was aroused 
over a succession of suicides and homi- 
cides in which poison was used, the drug 


trade called attention to the fact that it 
was useless to try and formulate addi- 
tional legislation regulating the sale of 


these poisons, as existing statutes entire- 
ly covered conditions if they were rigidly 
enforced, Attention was also called to the 
fact that dealers selling poisons generally 
used by the arts and crafts were not obey- 
ing the laws relating to such articles, and 
that it was possible to buy these poisons 
without nearly the trouble that was en- 
countered when purchasing the poisons at 
retail drug stores. 


The result was that the State board 
started a quiet investigation, and for a 
month or more has been sending men 


around purchasing poisons at these small 
The result, it is charged, showed a 


stores. 
greater ignorance of the law than was 
anticipated, and in the great majority 


of the places visited the methods pursued 
by the proprietor or his assistants were 


sufficient to warrant the board in pro- 
ceeding against him. Few sales were 
registered, many bottles and other con- 
tainers were not labeled, no attempt was 


made to find out if the purchaser was a 
resident of the county in which the sale 
wis made and in few cases was there any 
inquiry as to the age of the purchaser. 
Since arrests have been made the paint 
dealers declare that if they must suffer 
they will see that every one who sells 
poisons in any form, and particularly in 
solution, complies with the absolute let- 
ter of the law. In some instances retail 
druggists have been approached by men 
in the neighborhood who have been ar- 
rested who demanded to know if the 
druggists were not back of this move with 
a view to take away the business in poi- 


sons from the dealer in painters’ sup- 
plies. It is expected that some evidence 
may be found against retail druggists 
which would warrant them being treated 


to the same medicine that has been hand- 
ed out to the paint dealers, and the result

Reports in regard to the growing 
crop have been uniformly favorable 
week. Late sown flax is making good 
headway, and with another week or two 
of mild weather will be practically safe 
from all harm. The generous rains of 
late, intermingled with bright sunshine, 
have developed some fields that earlier in 
the year were thought to be failures. The 
rains, on the other hand, have not been al- 
together unmixed blessings. They have 
prevented some fields from ripening on 
time, and in South Dakota reports of 
“field”. damage are current;—that flax 
that haus been cut and then rained on 
that it cannot be gathered. What this 
damage will amount to, of course, cannot 
be told now. 

Cutting of early sown flax is probably 
completed by now all through the thre 
States and late sown is maturing rapidly.

The last few nights have been chilly 
light frosts have been reported from a 
number of points in North Dakota. The) 
have not been severe enough to injure 
vegetation and no damage from. this 
source to flax has been reported as vet 
Serious damage could be done by heavy 
frosts, however, but should these hold off 
for, say, another two weeks, the bulk of 
the crop will be beyond danger. 

\ dispatch from Grand Forks, N 
that heavy rains have bettered 
prospects for a good flax crop in 
State, but that an abundance of warm 
weather needed and there must be no 
early frost. The earliest killing frost re- 
ported in the Red River Valley was on 
August 25 in 1885. In other portions ot 
North Dakota frost has been reported all 
the way from August to 29. The aver- 
age date for thirty-five years, however 
has been about September 15. 

In the western portion of North 
the prospects are materially better 
a month ago. This portion of the State 
expected to produce a fair crop of flax. 

In the northern part of the State the 
icreage of flax is fully double that of any 
previous year. Reports from there are 
optimistic and at present the outlook 
for an unusually large yield. 

Threshing of flax in various parts of 
the Northwest has been delayed by fre- 
quent rains. Most of this week, however 
the davs have been bright and warm and 
the fields are rapidly drying out. Some 
threshing has been done, but not enough 
reports of yields have been received to 
base estimates of the total crop on. 
Opinions vary considerably as to the prob- 
able size. Men in the trade closely in 
touch with the situation say that at 
present it is almost impossible to get any 
definite information on this point. Esti- 
mates are mere guesswork and run from 
16,000,000 to 22,000,000 bushels for Minne- 
North and South Dakota, In addi- 
tion, Montana is expected to turn out 
ibout 800,000 bushels, while the crop in 
Western Canada is roughly estimated at 
5,000,000 bushels. With the latter available 
to American crushers, should reciprocity 
beceme a reality, it would look as though 
there should be enough flaxseed the com- 
ing year for all domestic requirements.

Window Glass Makers Organize. 
HAND-BLOWN INTERESTS TAKE MEAS- 


URES TO MEET COMPETITION OF 

MACHINES—PRICE HAS DROPPED 50 

PER CENT. SINCE BEGINNING OF 

YEAR. 

Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 25, 1911. 

Manufacturers of hand window blow 
glass from all over the country are here 
to plan more effective competition against 


machine-made window glass, which, they 
i is ruining their trade and to ap- 
péint a committee to treat with the win- 
dow glass workers, wno demand higher 
wages. 

During the past seven months the price 
vf window glass has dropped 50 per cent. 
The slump in price is said to have been 
due to competition since the dissolution 
of the Imperial Window Glass Company, 
on January 1 of this year, following an 
order of the United States court. 

It was denied Thursday that any effort 
was to be made to establish price regu- 
lations. The meeting, it was said, was to 
form an organization to appoint commit- 
tees to look after matters that the man- 
ufacturers now have to take care of 
single-handed. 

Unlike the organization formed a year 
ago and later dissolved by the United 
States courts, the new combination will 
be for educational purposes only, it was 
stated yesterday, and the selling side of 
the business will not be affected at all. 

“This is not to be an organization for 
the control of prices,’’ asserted Secretary 
J. R. Johnston, of Hartford City, Ind., 
last night after the meeting, ‘‘and it is 
not in any way in violation of the intent 
or letter of the laws.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—With 
the advance of the month there has 
been quite a noticeable improvement in 
the demand for turpentine, and the 
aggregate of sales as compared with 
that of the preceding week shows a 
gratifying increase. Although the 
larger manufacturing consumers, as 
yet have not anticipated their re- 
quirements to any great extent, the 
jobbing trade has materially improved. 
Receipts at primary points are coming 
in quite freely, but are being readily 
absorbed by the larger home interests 
and exporters, 

Monday the market opened at 57e., 
although this price no doubt could have 
been shaded Y%c. on the more favorable 
business. The market declined Tues- 
day, offerings and sales being made 
at 55%c., although in all probability 
this price could have been’ shaded. 
Wednesday the larger interests quoted 
56c., but spirits were offered in some 
quarters at 55%c. Thursday the local 
situation remained unchanged, but the 
prices advanced to 56c. on Friday. Sat- 
urday the market closed unchanged.

Although he 
declared that the Remsen Referee Board 
had been appointed by him at the ex- 
press direction of President Roosevelt, the 
Secretary gave his opinion that the crea- 
tion of the Remsen Referee Board had 
been a wise course of procedure, Re- 
ferring to the celebrated sulphur dioxide 
case, in which Dr. Wiley during his tes- 
timony had stated that he had been over- 
ruled by the Pure Food Board, had ap- 
pealed to Secretary Wilson and had not 
obtained an answer to his communication, 
which was in the nature of a _ protest, 
Secretary Wilson declared that he had 
answered Dr. Wiley’s letter of protest 
“under date of January 13, 1910, expressing 
his willingness to confer with the board 
on the matter.”’ 

“Did you meet the board as that letter 
suggested?’’ was the question propounded 
by the committee. a . 

““No,” replied Secretary Wilson, “I 

never heard from Dr. Wiley on the sub- 
ject again.”’ 
a mo Wilson gave an account of the 
conferences and discussions entered into 
between the representatives of this gov- 
ernment and of the French government 
regarding the importations of French fruit 
juices, ete., containing sulphur dioxide. 
Secretary Wilson stated that Dr, Wiley 
had agreed with others who participated 
in the conference that as a matter of in- 
ternational comity these imported prod- 
ucts, even when not labeled, might come 
in for a time, at least until the Referee 
Board had passed on the question, The 
Secretary said that in_his opinion Dr. 
Wiley should have told the committee 
that he had agreed to this arrangement. 
The committee then asked Secretary Wil- 
son about the alleged injurious use of 
sulphur dioxide in domestic fruit juices. 
The response by the Secretary was as 
follows:— 

or Jiley should have

we could have fixed it up. We will fix it up 
yet. He says that he did not get an answer 
to that protesting letter of his. That is pos- 
sible: ro. I won't say that, I will take his 
word for it that he did not get it, but on 
eeneral principles he should have come to me. 
“The Secretary told the committee that 
the action of Dr, Dunlap Solicitor 
MeCahe, of the Pure Food Board, with 
reference to sulphur dioxide was based 
upon the international agreement with 
France. 

Although he was at times complimentary 
in his reference to Dr. Wiley, it was ap- 
parent that Secretary Wilson has become 
very Weary over the conflict which raged 
in the Pure Food Board, and he intimates 
that a continuation of such troubles 
would induce him to step out of the de- 
partment himself. Althovgh making a 
number of references to Dr. Wiley’s am- 
bitions and personal ability, it was made 
clear-by the character of Secretary Wil- 
<on’s testimony that he at times finds the 
head of the Bureau of Chemistry rather 
difficult to get along with. The Secretary 
denied, however, that at any time he had 
sought to control Dr, Wiley’s movements, 
especially with respect to his going out 
to give testimony or make public ar- 
dresses. The Secretary said he had not 
consulted Dr. Wiley about the Referee 
Board’s decision as to benzoate of soda 
because the mention of that subject to 
Dr. Wiley would have been regarded by 
the latter as an insult, in view of the 
radical differences of opinion which ex- 
isted between Dr. Wiley and the Referee 
Board with respect to this subject. Sec- 
retary Wilson stated that he had told Dr. 
Wiley that sometimes the latter had made 
publie statements before conclusions had 
been reached in the chemical laboratory, 
and that he had cautioned him against 
such impetuosity, but had given him no 
orders with respect to such matters,

I have conferred with Mr, McConnville, 
who has intimated on this point that Dr. 
Wiley’s presence at the arguments might be 
of some value. The argumentative stage may 
be reached Tuesday, and if he should leave 
Washington about 11 a. m. Monday he could 
probably reach here at 10 a. m. Tuesday. Be 
lieve me, I would have utilized him if I could, 
and you know it was my personal desire to 
do so; but while Dr. Wiley was in full accord 
with the government, he expressly stated he 
could not qualify as a physiologist, a chemist, 
a toxicologist, a physiological chemist, a phar 
macognosist, or a doctor of medicine to the 
satisfaction of himself or the government. Had 
you been situated as we were, I am sure you 
would not have introduced him. 

Secretary Wilson made a number of ref- 
erences to other cases in which Dr. Wiley 
had participated as a government expert, 
and he gave a history of the differences 
that had risen over the use of alum in 
foods, benzoate of soda and the corn syrup 
case, in which Dr. Wiley criticised the 
three secretaries for having overruled the 
finding of the department's experts. Sec- 
retary Wilson declared that the corn 
Syrup case was largely controlled by the 
opinion cf President Roosevelt, who had 
in that case done as President Taft later 
did in the whisky case—reached his con- 
clusion upon the evidence before him. 

The testimony of Secretary Wilson is 
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now in his hands for revision and to be 
added to by a number of interpolations 
of letters and_ statistics regarding the 
growth of the Bureau of Chemistry, and 
aiso the letters to which reference had 
been made in the course of the Secre- 
tary’s testimony regarding his relations 
with the Pure Food Board. When this 
testimony is completed it will be printed 
and a copy will be placed in the hands 
of President Taft.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Aug. 26, 1911. 

The past week hs ocasioned little 
material change in conditions prevail- 
ing on the petroleum fields east of the 
Mississippi River. There has been a 
slight increase in the completed wells, 
dry holes and gas wells, but in produc- 
tion there is a falling off, due to the 
fact that no gushers were found in 
any of the fields. Judging from re 
ports, the oil trade shows little desire 
to do any large amount of development 
work this season, Climatic conditions 
have been unfavorable in all the fields. 
The prolonged dry spell has exhausted 
water supplies, and in the oil country 
water is more expensive to purchase 
than fuel, In the Eastern fields the 
brightest prospects appear at the Car- 
lyle pool in Illinois and the Clinton 
deep sand fields of Central Ohio, In 
figures the number of completions in 
the Eastern fields for the current week 
amounted to 178, against 140 for the 
previous week. The producers were 
3,787, against 4,043 for the previous 
week, and the dry holes were, 66, 
against a fermer 41. In the Lima 
fields a total of 12 wells were drilled, 
with three dry holes and a new produc- 
tion of 195 barrels, which is a heavy 
falling off from the previous week’s 
figures. The greatest number of com- 
pletions in the Illinois fields were in 
Crawford and Clinton counties. The 
Lawrence county fields failed to show 
a deep sand gusher for the first time 
in several weeks. This county has be- 
come famous for its ability to land 
gushers well above the hundred-barrel 
mark. The recent strike of 150 barrels 
capacity in the Mt. Pisgah district in 
lower Wayne county, Kentucky, has 
tended to increase interest in that sec- 
tion, The new producer opens a con- 
siderable area for future operations, 
and several new rigs are up and ready 
to follow the success. A few smalf 
strikes were made in lower Kentucky, 
but no wells exceeding 20 barrels have 
been brought in. Interest in the mid- 
continent fields has centered in the 
vicinity of Okmulgee, Kan. A _ test 
was drilled in the Robt. Pigeon land, 
two miles southeast of the Hamilton 
Switch Pool, and a flow of 800 barrels 
of oil was made during the first twen- 
ty-four hours. This is the best showing 
anywhere in, the field ‘for several 
weeks. Another well was drilled in the 
same section and, while the flow was 
not as large as the Pigeon well, it was 
important in showing the pool or ex- 
tension lies to the south. In _ other 
parts of the mid-continent fields field 
work is rather quiet. The old pools are 
falling off, although a 375-barrel gusher 





has been drilled in the original. Barns- 
dall pool at Osage Junction, Our cor- 
respondent in California states that ac- 
cording to unoOfficial reports on the pro- 
duction of the different fields for the 
month of July there was a small in- 
crease in the output over the previous 
month, but there seems to be no ma- 
terial increase in new work. 
Refined and Products. 


The illuminating oil market has ruled 
steady throughout the interval, but 
there was an entire absence of impor- 
tant developments or price changes. 
The advance of the season usually has 
a‘stimulating influence on the con- 
suming demand, but prominent deal- 
ers reported no unusual increase in in- 
quiries. The week’s export movement 
in refined oil has remained active and 
above that of the previous interval. 
Our record of clearances shows a total 
of 16,001,890 gallons in containers and 
7,975,000 gallons in bulk. This compares 
with 6,094,780 gallons in containers and 
8,669,000 gallons in bulk for the pre- 
vious week. Official statistics place the 
export movement from this port for 
the month of July at 3,496,464 gallons, 
against 2,037,579 gallons for the same 
month last year. For the seven months 
ending July 31 the export move- 
ment from this port amounted to 
21,714,692 gallons, against 16,334,088 gal- 
lons, and 18,329,004 gallons for corre- 
sponding periods in 1910 and 1909, re- 
spectively. Naphthas are moving free- 
ly, but dealers are experiencing no dif- 


ficulty in covering requirements. Ex- 
ports from this port for the week 
amount to _ 1,144,750 gallons, against 


1,531,115 gallons for the previous week. 

The fellowing tank steamers cleared 
arom New York during the past week 
with refined petroleum, naphtha and

two wells drilled in the lower Creek. One was 
the test drilled by the Martin Brothers on the 
Robert Pigeon land, in 18-14-13, two miles 
southeast of the original Hamilton’ Switch pool, 
and due north of the town of Okmulgee about 
three miles This well was at first reported 
to be good for 40,000,000 feet of gas, but upon 
being drilled deeper into the sand developed 
into a good oil well, making 800 barrels in 
twenty-four hours, and being the best well 
drilled anywhere in the field for several weeks. 
It is quite possible this well has found the 
outlet for the Hamilton Switch pool; if so, it 
is a very narrow extension to the southeast 
and may broaden at that point. Again it may 
be another pocket of oil such as the Hamilton 
pool itself and the Adams West pool, In any 
event it promises to awaken new interest in 
the old district, but it will not cause the wild 
excitement and reckless investment of money 
which took place when the original Hamilton 
Switch well was drilled. The men who put in 
their money at that time expected another 


Glenn pool, but Glenn pools have been very 
rare articles, and nearly all who made large 
investments at Hamilton lost.

The Eastern company, however, 
has another well equal in caliber to the Mar- 
tin well, but it is located on the Walter Perry 
land, in 25-13-11, adjoining the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company on the Tobler, where it has

} excellent wells, but nothing 
like the one brought in by the Eastern, its last 
venture, No. 4, being reported a duster. It, 


however, has the material on the ground for an 
offset to the Berry farm well, which is making 
better than 800 barrels a day. The Berry is 
directly south of the Tobler farm, and about 
eight or nine miles southwest of Okmulgee, 
and northwest of Henryetta. The Prairie and 
Eastern wells make the district between Hen- 
ryetta pool and the Tiger Flats look enticing 
to the man who is willing to take a few 
chances. A great deal of the Tiger Flats stuff 
has passed into the hands of foreigners through 


the Barnsdall deal, this property being the 
only part of the big deal actually to have been 
transferred, it is said. 


With the territory around Henryetta bring- 
ing in wells of more uniform caliber and larger 
production, with Tiger Flats reporting S800- 
barrel gushers, Hamilton Switch showing signs 
of rejuvenation and Bald Hill taking on new 
life, the Creek nation is apparently priming 
itself for a large part in field development the 
coming winter. As has already been said, 
however, the chief drawback to that part of 
the fleld is the irregularity of the formation, 
the strong possibility of the next location being 


a duster and the pool amounting only to a 
cistern of oil instead of a reservoir. These 
wells, though, will have a mighty stimulating 
‘ffect and will cause considerable drilling at 
once 


Taken as a whole, however, it is still quiet 
n the mid-continent field, and the probabilities 
are that August will show a considerable slump 
in the amount of new work. The old pools 
are falling off, although the Finance Oil Com- 
pany did get a 375-barrel gusher in its No. 18 
mn its 19-21-9 lease in the original Barnsdall 
pool at Osage Junction. Northwest of this in 
the Sinclair pool, 12-21-8, the last well of the 
Northwestern Oil Somme is a failure. Braden 
& Moore in the same section have drilled in 
their No. 4 and it is good for seventy-five bar- 
1els natural. It is south of the Northwestern 
wells. 

There is nothing new in the Delaware of spe- 
cial comment. In the Lenapah north extension 
several test wells have been drilled, but the 
results have not been very satisfactory. The 
initial test by the California Oil Company on 
the Clara Turner in 14-28-15 is a gasser, 
gauging about 2,000,000 feet. The same com- 
jany’s No, 1 on the Taylor Eli land, in 10-28- 
15, is a failure, as is its test on the Eva Fline, 
in section 14. The Quapaw Gas Company 
lrilled a test on the Elizabeth Davis tract in 
28-28-15, and it is dry, as is one on the Jennie 
Leaf, in section 35, by the American Lead and 
Zine Company. Of nine wells drilled in the 
Lenapah spur this month only one has been 
an oil producer, six dry and two gas. 

Recently a fair well was drilled on the In- 
gram farm in 12-20-13, north of Tulsa and east 
of the Flat Rock pool. There are 180 acres in 
the farm and the lease was held by R. E. 
Holdman. The Colonial Oil Company, with J. 
I. Gillespie as manager, has taken over the 
property and will develop it. It is expected 
to turn out a very good producing lease. West 
of this and on the opposite side of the Plat 
Rock Noble & Walsh have put a rig on the L. 
D. Marr land in 20-20-12 and will drill a test. 

The most important well drilled in the shal- 
low sand district for some time has been com- 
pleted by Richards & Flesher in 12-25-15, 
southwest of Nowata two and a half miles, on 
Double Creek. It is four miles from other pro 
duction, the closest well being Ed Drake's 
lease in 23-26-15. This new well is said to be 
good for twenty-five barrels. It was shot on 
Thursday and gives promise of an extension of 
the shallow sand to the southwest and toward 
the Hogshooter. It has been the firm convic- 
tion of many operators that a pool would be 
found somewhere west of Nowata, as oil has 
been found in small quantities in practically 






every well drilled directly west and southwest 
of the city. 
E. E. Stafford, of this city, stands to make a 





er 





fortune in the Prairie pool, in Pawnee county, 
Oklahoma. Mr, Stafford is better known to the 
people of this city as a washing machine man 
than as an operator; he has returned from 
Denver, where he has been putting his patent 
electric machine on the market. Six or seven 
years ago, when oil was being first found 
around Cleveland, Mr. Stafford went in advance 
of the pool and took up some leases in what 
is now known as the Prairie pool. He took 
Messrs. Roudebush and Keiser in with him 
for a half interest, retaining the other half 
in a 120-acre lease himself. A shallow sand 
well was drilled which proved the existence of 
oil there. Mr. Stafford had full confidence in 


a deep sand pay in that vicinity and interested 
others in putting up the money to drill a deep 
hole. At 1,700 feet the funds became exhausted 
and drilling was discontinued within 500 feet 
of a great reservoir of oil. Mr. Stafford and 
his partners in the 8S. R. K. Company now 
have a daily production of 1,000 barrels and 
are drilling several other wells which look 
very promising. At one time Mr. Stafford had 
leases on nearly all the farms on which are 
now the big oil gushers of the Prairie pool. He 
had almost given up the idea of seeing his 
dream realized when the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company came in and put down the first big 
well in the 2,400-foot pay. By holding on to 
his lease holdings it very probable that 
Mr. Stafford is going to find himself rich when 
east expected. 

The pipe line rush of the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company during the first two weeks of August 
amounted to 1,176,483.85 barrels, or 84,034.56

barrels a day, while the deliveries for the 
same period were 1,215,859.54 barrels, a daily 
rage of 86,847.11 barrels, indicating that 





.69 barrels, or 2,812.55 barrels daily was 


taken out of storage to meet the demand in 
excess of the supply. These figures show an 
increase in the runs Over the first week of 


the month of about 4,000 barrels a day; an in- 
erease in the deliveries of 2,000 barrels a day, 
and a decrease in the draft upon the stocks 
of 6,000 barrels a day. 

It will undoubtedly be of 
producers and especially to those who have 
been inclined to think that the pipe line fig- 
ures given out by the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company were ‘‘doctored’’ from time to time 
to suit the conveniences of the company, to 
know that last year the government at Wash- 
ington sent blanks to every operator and pro 
ducer in this field and secured a report of his 
production. The reports of these producers tal 
lied almost to a barrel with the reports made 
by the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, the dif- 
ference being so fractionally small as to cut 
no figure. A representative of the government 
stated to the Reporter that the department 
at Washington regarded the statistical figures 
of the Prairie absolutely reliable. This is in- 
deed a fine compliment to the men at the 
head of the Prairie, especially at this time 
when there is so much feeling of distrust 
against corporations, and especially those hav- 
ing anything to do with the oil industry. But 
the incident bears out the statement of the Re- 
porter repeatedly made that the conduct of 
the Prairie in this field had been about as free 
from adverse criticism as any old company in 
any oil fieid in the history of petroleum. 

A story has been given out at Tulsa to the 
effect that Aviator Harmon and his associates, 
who recently purchased the Page producing 
properties in the North Glenn pool, had de- 
cided to erect a $1,000,000 oil refinery near that 
city for the treatment of their own produc- 
tion. Mr Harmon is without question well 
pleased with his purchase, and one of his part- 
ners, Mr. Graham of California, has had part 
in big oil ventures on the Pacific Coast, but 
the report that they will erect a million dollar 
refinery is not looked upon seriously by the 
fraternity. However, so many unexpected 
things have happened in this field, it will not 
do to joke the rumor. Another statement is 
that Harmon and his associates will drill 100 
more wells, They now. have about 300 wells

Sharp advances were scored in lard 
prices during the week and the market 
presented a fairly active condition. Ex- 
porters were in the market for sizable 
quantities and several large transac- 
tions were reported in the West. The 
renewal of foreign buying tended to 
create a greater feeling of confidence 
in domestic circles and traders look 
for a steady market for a while at 
least. The advance in grain prices had 
a further strengthening influence on 
the lard situation. The week’s export 
movement of lard from this port 
amounted to 7,143,200 pounds, compared 
With 7,854,456 pounds for the same 
week last year. City steam lard at the 
close was held at 9@9%c., prime West- 
ern in tierces at 9%c., and lard com- 
pond at 7%4@7sc., according to brand, 
quantity and seller.

More specula- 
tive interest was displayed in the market, 
but most of it was on the selling side 
and the demand seldom equaled the of- 
ferings, the sole brisk buying noted being 
on the very lowest spots of the session. 
Even this support came from shorts who 
wanted to clinch profits, however, and the 
market rested on rather soft ground at 
the finish, although showing a moderate 
rally from the low point of the day. Re- 
ceipts of live hogs greatly exceeded ex- 
pectations, and packers amassed droves 
at a cheaper cost than at any previous 
time in nearly two weeks.

According to unofficial reports on the produc 
tion of the different fields for the month of 
July published in the local papers, there was a 


small increase in output over the previous 
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month. The consumption figures are not in 
yet. There also seems to be no decrease in 
new work, and as many strings of tools as ever 
are pounding away all over the State. The In- 
dependent Agency officials have issued their re- 
port on field conditions in Coalinga and show 
an increase in output over June of 130,000 
barrels. According to these figures the ship- 
ments from this field were the largest in the 
history of the district and far exceeded the 
production, Stocks were drawn on to the extent 
of 150,000 barrels. In fact, conditions in the 
Coalinga field are more favorable than for a 
year past. Both the Associated and Independ- 
ent pipe lines are taking oil at the rate of 
400,000 barrels a month, and the congestion 
is being rapidly relieved. The Independent 
line ran 280,000 barrels in July and the Asso- 
ciated 120,000 barrels, and the same rate has 
been maintained so far in August. This is all 
Agency oil and has had the effect of increased 
activity among the Agency companies in the 
Coalinga field. and both pumping and drilling 
operations are being revived. 


It now seems certain that at the present 
price of oil (which is maintained by the 
Agency in the face of the big overproduction) 
there will be no curtailment in operations in 
any of the coast fields. The Agency companies 
are getting 35 cents for their oil net, and the 
shipments are constantly inoreasing. The 
Standard is paying from 30 cents for very 
heavy oil to 45 cents and 50 cents for lighter 
grades, according to the gravity. The Agency 
companies are only selling at this time a part 
of their production, although in July their 
stocks were drawn on to some extent. Out- 
side companies find no trouble in selling all 
their oil to the Associated or Standard at the 
prices named above. And while buying all the 
oil they can get, these two companies are drill- 
ing in almost every field in the State and 
securing good wells. The Independents, the 
Associated and the Standard are all increasing 
their storage capacity as rapidly as it can be 
built, and there is little doubt that stocks on 
the coast will reach 50,000,000 barrels before 
any decline takes place, 

There is now very little complaint heard 
among oil men on the general situation. There 
will be no withdrawals from the Independent 
Agency. The July Agency report put an end to 
grumbling among the Agency members, and 
the Agency Executive Committee have decided 
to grant no withdrawals any way, and the or- 
ganization will remain intact and is, in fact, 
the big controlling factor in the industry at 
present.

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Under these circumstances the business can 
be expected to move along about as it has for 
months past. The production is not likely to 
decrease to any extent, and the consumption 
is expected to increase. And in any event, as 
long as California producers are getting from 
35 cents to 50 cents for their product they will 
continue to drill wells in proven territory, 
and will even indulge in a little wildcatting 
out on the edges.

Opium is firm in the New 
ket at $7.75, which price 
changed throughout the week. Hoid- 
ers showed no disposition either to 
mark up the price or to push sales and 
buyers only took what they needed in 
hand-to-mouth fashion.

Nearly $7,000,000 worth of ‘patent medi- 
cines’’ were exported from the United 
Stutes in the past year, and for the past 
lecade the aggregate amounts to more 
than $50,000,000. These figures, as com- 
piled from the official records of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, Department of Com- 
merece and Labor, include only that class 
of exports designated as ‘‘medicines, pat- 
ent and proprietary,’ of which the ex- 
ports in 1911 were $6,783,020 to foreign 
countries and more than a quarter of a 
million dollavs’ worth to the non-contigu- 
ous territories of the United States, and 
do not include the numerous articles ex- 


in the preparation of medi- 
such ginseng, Which amounts to 
more than a million dollars annually, 
roots, barks and herbs, and other articles 
of this character,

The popularity of American medicines 
seems to have grown with their use. 
Fifteen years ago the value of the ex- 


poris of “patent or proprietary medicines” 


amounted to less than $2,000,000 per an- 
num: in 1900 the total was but $3,000,000; 
in 1905, $5,000,000, and in 1911 practically 
$7,000,000, the total for that year being 
larger than that of any other year. 

All the world, it seems, takes American 
medicines, for the countries and colonies 


to which the $7,000,000 worth of ‘‘medicines, 
patent or proprietary,” were sent last 
year numbered 80, scattered over every 
grand division and throughout the islands 
of the sea. One would, perhaps, scarcely 
expect to see a large demand in Europe 
for this class of merchandise, yet the 
exports to England alone averaged $2,000,- 
oo per annum during the past three 
years, While smaller values went to other 
Kuropean countries, many of them being 
commurities in which the chemical indus- 
try has attained a high degree of develop- 






ment, such as Germany, France and Aus- 
tria The larger exports of American 
medicines of the class under discussion 
in the fiscal year 1910 included England, 
over $1,750,000; Germany, $64,000; Spain, 
$55,000; France, 0”), and Belgium, $82,000, 
To North America the exports of Amer- 
ican-made patent and proprietary medi- 
cines average about $1,500,000 per annum, 
Cuba, Canada. Mexico, Panama and the 
British West Indies being the best cus- 
tomers. To Cuba the exports last vear 
amcunted to $422,000; to Canada, $335,000; 
to Mexico, $190,000; to Panama, $115,000, 
and to the British West Indies, $102,000. 
South America, where the chemical 
manufacturing industry has not vet as-

Petroleum Exports. 
Washington, Aug. 25, 1911. 

The figures covering the exports of 
mineral oils since the beginning of Jan- 
uary, I9tl., show total exports to the 
umount of 943,498,676 gallons, against 799,- 
149.008 gallons for the corresponding 
months of 1910 and 850,152,888 gallons for 
the same months in 1909, The July exports 
for this year of all mineral oils aggregate 
153,691,835 gallons, a gain of nearly 40,000,000 
gallons over July, 1910. 

The detailed figures of the different 
grades of oils exported show that of 
crude oil the exports for seven months 
ending July of the present year amounted 
to 67,724.87) gallons: of naphthas, 59,779,023 
gallons: of llluminating oils, 650,580,578; of 
lubricating oils and paraffin, 99,362,001; of 
residuum, 66,063,204. 

The difference in price of all oils ex- 
ported this year compared with last year 
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is shown by the fact that the increase in } 
exports of all oils aggregated nearly 150,- 

000,000 gallons over the exports of last 

year. ‘The valuation of the exports for 

this vear is given at $5,000,000 in excess of 

the valuation of the exports for the cor- 

responding period in 1910. The total val- 

uation of all oils exported since January 

1, 1911, is given at $56,548,508.

The Baden Chemical Industry. 


The improved state of the drug aid 
chemical industry which was noticed at 
the end of the previous year continued 
generally in 1910. Sales rose most satis- 
factorily. Patent manures of different 
kinds were easily sold. though the sup- 
ply being greater than the demand, prices 
suffered. In spite of increase in wages, 
oil factories did good business, the de- 
mand being great. Prices for oil and fat 
for the soap and margarine factories rose 
to hitherto unheard-of prices. In the 
first nite months excellent business re- 
sulted, but on prices being again raised, 
the sales fell to such an extent that in 
the last quarter business came to a 
standstill. The margarine trade suffered 
as a result of these high prices of the 
raw material. In spite of the extraor- 
dinarily high prices of raw material the 
manufacture of soap has been highly 
satisfactory, though the selling price of 
the article cannot be raised proportionate- 
ly to the high costs mentioned. Matches 
have suffered incredibly under the new 
match tax, sales falling to the extent of 
more than 50 per cent. The total output 
of one of the most important firms pro- 
ducing potash salts in the year 1910 
nmounied to 732,194.5 tons K.O, as against 
675,530 tons in the year before, constituting 
an inerease of 8.4 per cent. In order to 
prevent a further cheap export of this 
product, the Reichstag found it neces- 
sary to pass a law by which the entire 
potash industry was put on a totally new 
basis. The free disposal of the output 
was restricted; instead of the freedom 
of the works to fix their own prices came 
a legaliy fixed maximum of prices for 
the home market and minimum limit of 
prices for the export trade. Besides, the 
government began to levy a tax of 4d. 
per ewt, of pure potash sold, causing the 
above trust from May to December, 1910, 
an additional expenditure of some £4.200. 
On the basis of this law the Neue 
Kalisyndiakt was replaced by the Kal- 
isyndikat G.mb.H., embracing at present 
all potash works except the works of 
Aschersleben and Sollstedt. In the mean- 
time new potash strata were discovered 
in Alsace, between Colmar and Strass- 
burg, and in the south of Baden, where 
mining has lately been started on private 
initiative. On account of the strong ac- 
tion taken by the socialist press in the 
matter of granting mining concessions in 
the said districts, the mines will probably 
be exploited, if not by the government 
itself, at least by citizens of the respec- 
tive States.—British Consular Report.

Writing from Bierut, Turkey, Con- 
sul General W. Stanley Hollis says, re- 
garding phosphates and bitumen in 
Syria, that Americans making inquiry 
about the phosphate deposits of Syria 
based on the report of this consulate 
general in Daily Consular and Trade 
Reports for July 22, 1910, have con- 
fused them with the minerals of Lata- 
kia district. A correspondent there 
states that the latter (15 miles from 
Latakia) are bitumen and the mines 
were opened a couple of years ago by 
a firm in Egypt; several tons of mate- 
rail were sent to England, but the mines 
have not been worked since, although 
the company’s engineers were recently 
there. <A railroad to bring out the 
bitumen was surveyed, but it is not 
known that a concession therefor has 
as yet been secured. The phosphate 
deposits are in the Damascus dis- 
trict. 


The principal feature of the trade of 
Batoum, Russia, during the year under 
review, says a British consular report, 
is the great increase in the quantity 
of oil cake trade which was purchased 
by German firms in the Caucasus and 
Central Asia for export to Antwerp 
and Hamburg. The cake is principally 
from cottonseed oil. As the presses 
used in the country do not apparently 
press all the oil out of the cottonseed, 
dealers in Germany and Belgium, on 
arrival of the cake in their country, 
subject it to further pressing and ex- 
tract all the remaining oil in it, after 
which the cake is sold in the market, 
I am told, for feeding pigs. A good 
deal of cake, after being subjected to 
the second process of pressing, is sent 
to United Kingdom ports. The quan- 
tity of oil cake shipped from the port 
of Batoum in 1910 was 24,257 tons, an 
increase of 14,357 tons. 


Western Canada is about to secure 
a number of branches of a very im- 
portant industry—the manufacture of 
linen. A gentleman who is largely in- 
terested in the linen industry in Ire- 
land visited Western Canada last year 
and took away with him a number of 
samples of flax straw. He returned 
last week with samples of the linen 
made from the straw, and he states 
his experts in Ireland considered the 
manufacture from Western Canada 
product a success. They have therefore 
decided to establish three mills, one in 
Winnipeg, one in Moose Jaw. and one 
at a point in Alberta farther North. 
He guarantees growers of flax $350 a 
ton. The undertaking will be brought 
before the attention of the hoard of 
trade and the industrial bureau in 
each of the places where they decide to 
erect a factory. He also on behalf of 
Rritish capitalists recently purchased 
620.000 acres of land in the Peace River 
valley.

The past week has disclosed no ma- 
terial increase in the amount of activ- 
ity in the local chemical market. Many 
of the large manufacturing consumers 
have booked contracts for requirements 
Over this and next year and others 


are gradually falling in line, Busi- 
ness of this character is expected at 


this period of the year and according 
to opinions in leading quarters, the 
renewals to date have been quite up 
to general expectations. In several 
chemicals, however, buyers display 
caution, and instead of anticipating 
future wants, consumers appear satis- 
fied to operate from hand to mouth, 
This method of trading has proved 
quite popular during the past year, as 
the tendency of the general market has 
been toward a lower level. If the 
market drifted upward, however, the 
story would be entirely different. The 
most sensational development during 
the week under review was a spirited 
advance in the price of spot bleaching 
powder. During the past few weeks 
the item has been decidedly heavy 
and prices sunk practically from their 
own weight. The labor strike in Eng- 
land has’ tended _ to relieve the 
domestic situation in as much as 
bleach consumers have been forced to 
supply their wants with domestic and 
Jerman descriptions. Chloride of 
burium is easier on spot with business 
very light. Manufacturers of cream of 


tartar have reduced prices for rea- 
sons best known to themselves. Ni- 
trate of lead is lower for immediate 
shipment. Tin oxide has been ad- 
vanced in sympathy with the metal. 
Carbon tetrachloride is firm with a 
tendency to advance. White arsenic 


is inactive and some prominent distrib- 
utors have withdrawn from the 
market. Salt cake is a trifle lower for 
shipments over 1911 and 1912. Recent 
arrivals of crude saltpeter have reliev- 
ed the spot situation to some extent, 
and the market is easier. Below is 
a detailed market report of the prin- 
cipal items of chemical interest. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
movement of this item continues along 
satisfactory lines and the tone of the 
market remains firm, A well distrib- 
uted inquiry is reported and addi- 
tional business covering the wants of 
foreign and domestic consumers has 
been placed. Distributors quote on the 
basis of 1c, for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs f. 
Oo, b. works and an advance of .20c. all 
around for goods delivered in this sec- 
tion, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—A _ sensa- 
tional advance has occurred in the 
market for this item since our last 
report, and sales have been reported 
as high as 1.30c. The recent labor 
difficulties in England have restricted 
importations of English bleach and 
practically none was obtainable on 
spot. The demand has therefore shift- 
ed to the German and domestic brands 
and hoiders have received fancy prices 
for immediate shipments. The upward 
demonstration is generally looked upon 
temporary, although it admitted 
that three weeks or a month may pass 


as is 


before the situation becomes normal 
again, At the close spot was avail- 
able at 1.25c. and up, according to 
seller and brand. 


CAUSTIC SODA.—The output of some 


of the leading producers is said to 
have been sold over the balance of 
the year and the general market is 
firm with former values fully sus- 
tained. The current inquiry covers the 
wants of consumers both here and 


abroad. Dealers quote on the basis of 
1.70@1.80c., on the basis of 60 per cent. 
for 76@78 per cent., and 60 per cent. at 


1.80@1.85c. Powdered is quoted at 
2.40@3c. for 76 per cent., as to test, 


quantity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—Contracts for delivery 
over this and next year, are being 
let at .60@.65c, for car lots, in bulk f. 
0. b. works, as to quantity. Some busi- 
ness has been placed at these figures, 
and the prospects are said to be favor- 


able for a steady run of transactions 
during the next few weeks. 

SAL SODA. — Additional business 
covering requirements over this and 


next year is said to have been placed 
at full prices and dealers appear con- 
fident of a steady movement through- 
out the fall and winter months. Dis- 
tributors quote on the basis of .60c. 
and up f. o, b. for barrels, less the 
usual discount terms. Spot lots of con- 
centrated are available on the basis 
of 1%c. up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale.

NITRIC.—Values continue on a 
steady but unchanged basis. The 
movement against old and new con- 
tracts is said to compare favorably 
with that of other years at this time, 
and distributors appear satisfied with 
the current inquiry. Spot 36 degrees is 
obtainable at 3%@4%4c., according to 
quantity and seller. 

OXALIC.—Dealers’ views are firm 
concerning immediate shipments, and 
the 74c. trading basis has been fully 
sustained. The current inquiry is re- 
ported fairly active and business aggre- 
gating satisfactory proportions is said 
to have been placed during the inter- 
val. Shipments were obtainable at the 
usual discount from spot prices. 

SULPHURIC.—A steady call for con- 
tract shipments is reported, and a 
heavy distribution is said to be in 
progress. New business is becoming 
more active and dealers feel assured 
of a satisfactory movement through- 
out the fall months, Distributors quote 
60 degrees at 85c. and 66 degrees at $1; 
both descriptions are in drums. 

TARTARIC.—The interval has been 
productive of nothing materially new 
in conditions governing this market. 
Consumers are taking sufficient stocks 
to cover current wants, but show little 
disposition to anticipate forward re- 
quirements.

time. Price changes during the week 
were practically nil. Nitrite of soda is 
not being offered on the spot and most 
importers are out of the market for 
uny nearby shipping position. Zine 
dust, in sympathy with the high for- 
eign spelter market, and the centinued 
drought in Germany, is again higher. 
Albumens are selling in a quiet way at 
unchanged values. Aniline oil and salt 
and bichromates are moving against 
contracts in a seasonable volume, Cutch 
is quiet and not particularly firm. 
Corn dextrines and starches are in good 
demand, but are without quotable 
change again. Gambier is again easier 
und sales ex-store are being muade at 
wu low figure. Hyposulphite of soda is 
moving against contracts in a season- 
able way, but lacks new interest, 
does indigo. Myrabolanes are rather 
quiet in this country, but the season 
in Calcutta is drawing to aclose. Prus- 
siates are experiencing an 
movement against old agreements. 
Sumac is rather slow and not particu- 
arly firm. The turmeric market is 
rather quiet here and abroad, and is 
quotably unchanged. A detailed report 
of the local market follows:— 

ALBUMENS.—Business has not im- 
proved to any noticeable extent in this 
line as yet, and the general situation, 
While firm, is quiet. Contract business 
is still the most important activity. 
Previous quotations remain unchanged 
at 23@32c. for blood; egg at 50@57c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
contract distribution is described as 
Xeing quite well up to the average of 
the season, but aside from a fair job- 
bing demand for broken lots, there is 
not much additional activity to note 
Owing to the absence of competition 
prices remain unchanged at 11%@11%c.

Kentucky Petroleum Field. 


Barbourville, Ky., Aug. 1911. 

The recent strike of 150 barrels’ capacity 
in the Mount Pisgah district, in lower Wayne 
county, near Tennessee, has done much 
toward stimulating operations in the lower 
districts, The well is the best producer 
drilled in recent months, and is located in a 
new extension, which looks very promising. 
Just now, when the crude oil market offers 
very little incentive for extending the scope 
of the drill, the opening of an extension is in 
the nature of giving a new lease of life to 
the industry, as drilling has been too much 
restricted to the proven areas this year. The 
new producer, which was drilled by a Penn- 
sylvania company, opens a considerable area 
for future operations, and several new rigs 
are already up to follow up the success. 

Several late completions in lower Ken- 
tucky’s developments show a good yield. A 
twenty-barrel strike was made in the proven 
section of the Parmleysville district early in 
the week by Ohio operators. In the younger 
days of the field, when gushing wells were 
the rule rather than the exception, a well of 
this caliber would have been’ considered 
small, but now this is a very gratifying 
showing. A strike of somewhat smaller ca- 
pacity was also made in this pool last week, 
the yield showing up for a ten-barreler. One 
dry hole was recorded in Wayne county for 
the week. 

No noteworthy developments are being 
shown in any county outside Wayne this 
month with the possible exception of the old 
Beaver Creek district, in Floyd county, 
Eastern Kentucky. Some effort is being 
made now to further extend the limits of 
the old pool which has been yielding a fair 
amount of oil for the past few years. Penn- 
sylvania operators are backing the new work. 
A strike of fair capacity was recently made 
and more wells will be drilled before the 
summer season is over. The district offers 
rich possibilities in petroleum production, 
but has been neglected to a great extent dur- 
ing the past four years. At one time the 
production of this district commanded a 
higher price than the other light petroleum 
of Kentucky, a maximum price of $1.38 per 
barrel once being recorded. This was before 
Kentucky oil of the light variety was class- 
ified in one grade commercially. 

Little effort is being made in purely ‘‘wild- 
eat” drilling just now. With the exception 
of a test well in Shelby and one or two

Eastern Petroleum Review. 


Montpelier, Ind., Aug. 25, 1911. 


Conditions have not changed much in the 
high grade petroleum fields, east of the Mis- 
sissippi River, comprising Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Northwestern, Central and South- 
eastern Chio, West Virginia, Pennsylvania and 
Southern New York, for the week in review, 
when compared with previous weeks The 
week in review shows an increase in completed 
wells, dry holes and gas wells, but in produc- 
tion there is a falling off, due to the fact 
that no gushers were found in any of the 
fields. 

It looks as though the oil trade is not anxious 
to do any large amount of development work 
this season. Weathe conditions have been 
bad over all the fie'ds, especially the long 
dry spell Water is at a premium in the oil 
country and is more expensive to secure than 
the fuel. Just at this season of the year the 
greater nvember of the oil people are taking 
their annual outing and are usually away from 
business for several weeks Michigan and 
the lakes are the favored resorts for them. 

















Nothing has occurred in. the oil field opera- 
tions during the several days back to excite 
the attention of the prodnueer heyond the aver- 
age completions nor to extend materially exist- 
ing producing territory. In the eastern fields 
prospects are good in the Carlyle, Illinois and 
Clinton deep sand fields of Central Ohio, while 
in the western country the Electra field, in 
Texas and the Pawnee county Oklahoma fields 
take the lead, There is possible chances for 
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extensions in these fields Seasonab!le rains 
have broken the drought in some fields, while 
operations in others are still delayed by the 
Scarcity ot Water 

Lease takers are busy throughout Illinois 
and Missouri, as well as Arkansas, Kentucky, 
fennessee and Alabama, and large blocks of 
land are being taken up with a view of be- 
ginning perations as soon as the fa!l rains 
give promise of plenty of water. There is 
promise of a great dea! of wildcat work dur- 
ing the fall and winter months, and the tests 
Will be scattered over wide are of «country 
in which no wells have been drilled hitherto. 

PIPE LINE DECISION. 

An important »ipe line decision made at a 
ial term of court in West Union, Dodd- 
county, W. Va., by Judge M. Wilson, 
cecided two arply contested pipe line cases. 
The Philadelphia Company of West Virginia 
tendered to Joseph Smith, of the West Union 
district, its bond with surety as provided by 
the act of 1907, for the condemnation of a pipe 
line right-of-way, and on the ime day ten- 
dered a bond to W. W. Pratt, of the same 
district. Neither party would accept bond, 
and the case has just been tried and the order 
as entered in both cases by Judge Wilson 
fixed the company’s right to take an easement 
for the pipe line right-of-way; approved the 
bonds filed to the land owners and authorized 
the company to take possession of the prop- 
erty for the construction of the line. The act 
of 197 is t one, the constitutionality of 
Which was recently decided by the Supreme 
Court of West Virginia, in the Connelly case. 
So it would seem that under this act gas com- 
panies have the right, when they are unable 
to agree with the land owner, to tender him 
a bond of indemnity, and upon refusal to ac- 
cept they can tender the same to a judge in 
vacation, and upon approval of the hond may 
at once enter upon the land and construct the 
line. Commissioners appointed by the court 
on meoction of either parties can settle dam-

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Pennsylvania Fields. 





There is considerable work going en in the 
way of drilling wells in the older producing 
limits of the Pennsylvania field. The latest 
find of more than minor importance is the 
well drilled on the Foster farm, only half a 
mile north of the old wildwood pool, in Alle- 
gehe county. This well struck its rich pay 
streak in the fourth sand and is credited with 
a production of about eighty-five barrels, but 
by deeper drilling was increased to 115 barrels, 
This is an old well drilled deeper and shows a 
lower pay sand that will be an important find 
for well owners in the district, as the old wells 
were only drilled to the third sand. and can 
now be drilled to the lower formation. 

What the Cannonsburg town lot boom will 
develop into remains an unknown quantity as 
yet, but lease owners look for some large pro- 
ducers before the drilling work is given up. 
The town people are very angry over the sink- 
ing of wells within the town’s domain and 
trouble may ensue on this account. The town 
is up in arms, and the council will be asked 
to pass an ordinance prohibiting the drilling 
of wells on vacant lots in the residence portion. 

The McRoberts well, on Big Deer Creek, near 
Harmarsville, in Allegheny county, that v 
looked upon as a location worthy of the ven 
ture has been drilled in and found dry in all 
sands. 

It has been known for many years that there 
were seepages of oil in Fayette township. 
Juanita county, but no one had the nerve to 
put in any test work in the way of finding 
where the seepage came from Tt is now an- 
nounced that a company has been organized 
with a capital of $10,000 to drill for oil in that 
county and the first attempt will be made in 
close proximity to where the seepages ar‘ 
found. The seepages on the Bear farm, and 
those on the Geinett farm, near Mifflington, 
will no doubt be the spots chosen for the first 
development 


West Virginia Fields, 


The search for new producing territory with 
in the borders of West Virginia goes on in a 
desultory way. What wildcat work there is 
under way is scattered over a large area of 
undeveloped territory, embracing the untested 
sections of the wonderful oil-producing State 
Not a pool of any importance whatever has 
been found during the past year. Not a new pool 
has been found that could bring up its produc- 
tion anywhere near a thousand barrels a day 
Could there such a pool be found in West Vir 
ginia as the Carlyle pool in Illinois there would 
be a wild rush for the diggings, and money as 
a bonus would be no object The trade is 
surely wild for something to open up, for at 
this time there is nothing in sight worth the 
worry. 

The only producer above the general average 
to be found in West Virginia during the week 
was one good for 100 barrels found on the 
Ritchie county side of the Maxon sand, on 
Indian Creek, in the Murphy district There 
is a large amount of work being started in the 
Ritchie county field, due to the small cost 0! 
development work when compared with drilling 
in the deep sand regions. Another well of the 
same caliber was found on the Copolin farm, 
on Dog Comfort Run, in the Grant district 
same county, also a Maxon sand well. There 
is a revival of drilling operations in the deer 
sand of Lewis county, but this work is confined 
to the large gas concerns. This gas territory 
has been held in reserve for a number of years, 
but now that the fuel can be utilized by the 
trunk gas lines the companies are spearing 
around for it. There is very little doing in the 
deep sand fields of Doddridge, Marion and Har 
rison counties outside of that of the gas com- 
panies.
